Grand Jury Presentments. 

To His Honor, J. J. Kimsey, 
Judge Superior Coui*t of Lump- 
kin county, April Term 1004. 
We the grand jury chosen and 
sworn for this term respectfully 
submit to your Honor our report 
for the present term. 

We entered upon our duties on 
Monday morning after a very in- 
telligent charge of your Honor up- 
on the various subjects which 
would attract the attention of 
this body, and we have carefully 
considered all the business brought 
before us and made. decision of all 
the matters pertaining to the at- 
tention of this body. 

We find the county in a very 
reasonable condition financially 
and the public, property carefully 
looked after by our vigilent ordi- 
nary. The report of the Finance 
Committee, which we have adopt- 
ed, will show the workings of the 
county officers in their respective 
offices, and it is here appended as 
a part of our report. 
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Dahlonega, Ga., April 18, 1904. 
AVe the Finance Committee appoint- 
ed by the grand jury of the Oct. Term 
submit the following report to the 
grand jury of April Term of Lumpki 

We have examined and checked up 
the Ordinary's books and find them in 
good condition. He lias issued orders 
on the different county funds for which 



tlement with the ordinary, but find 
that the tax digest calls for $4,555.50 
on. the county fund and lie has paid 
over to the/county treasurer $4,394.50, 
leaving balance duo of $261.00. AVe ask 
that the next finance committee finish 
this report. 

We have examined the registration 
book and find that some parties have

AVe 
find they have received on fines and 
forfeitures since last court $206.95, 
which has been paid out to the officers 
of court on the insolvent cost as 
follows: AV. A. Charters, Solic- 
itor, $123.75 ; J. II. Moore, Clerk, $46.- 
95; J. M. Davis, Sheriff, $36.25.

AVe have examined the dockets 
of the Justices of the Peace and 
Notaries Public and find them 
reasonably well kept. 

AVe find some vacancies in the 
office of Notary Public and recom- 
mend the appointment of the fol- 
lowing to serve as Notaries Public 
in their respective districts :

We find two vacancies in the 
Board of Education and we re- 
commend that W. P. Price, St., 
be re-appointed to succeed him- 
self , and that F. J. Williams be 
appointed to succeed J. B. Sim- 

We have selected, as a commit- 
tee, to examine the various county 
offices and make report to the 
next Grand Jury the following: 

T. F. Jackson, W. H. Jones and 
I M. J. Williams, and we recom- 
mend that they receive the same 
compensation that Jurors receive 
{ for the time that they are actually 
engaged in the performance of 
their duties. 

AVe have examined into the 
condition of the public roads of ! 
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ascertain they are all entitled. 

AVe recommend that the Ordi- 
nary build a good and substantial 
bridge at the Jay site, with sub- 
stantial stone peers, and above 
high water mark, either out of 
heart timber or iron, provided 
same can be built for a sum not 
to exceed $500.00 and that the 
same be let out at the lowest and 
best responsible bid. 

AVe recommend that- Samuel 
Porter and Asbury Free be placed 
on the indigent pension roll. 

PAUPBBS. 

Under this heading we find t hat- 
since last term of the court our 
Ordinary has paid out $708.32. 
These figures show two or three 
times more money paid out of 
this fund than' has been paid out 
for any similar time for many 
years." We have looked into the 
pauper situation with great care 
and find that the contract former- 
ly existing between our Ordinary 
and A. D. Jackson (keeper of the 
poor house) has in effect been re- 
voked. We earnestly recommend , 
and, if not transcending our 
authority, demand that our Ordi- 
nary renew the contract above 
mentioned at once, for the taking 
care of and the humane treatment 
of our poor. We further recom- 
mend that from this date no pau- 
per shall receive any allowance 
direct from the Orninary and no 
pauper be taken care of except 
provided in said contract above 
referred to. And we further 
authorize our Ordinary to furnish 
comfortable conveyance to any 
pauper not able, physically, to 
reach the home provided for them, 
and that lie also furnish compe- 
tent medical attention to those 
whose physical condition may re- 
quire such attention. 

We have overlooked the matter 
of examining the Registration 
book until it was too late to give 
it the attention it demands and 
therefore earnestly recommend 
the next Grand Jury to take up 
this matter in detail. 

We further recommend that the 
officers, whose duty it is to keep 
the Registration books, keep them 
lawfully and properly dated, and 
that they also keep a correct de- 
faulters list alphabetically ar- 
ranged, so that it will appear in- 
telligently.

Tlie Religious Wo*Sf. 

There has been' a' great, religious 
Work done at this place for the 
paBt 1 five' months, better revivals 
than have been for many years. 
At the request and with the as- 
sistance of a few christians, Rev. 
J. E. Blackburn, a member of the 
Baptist church at this place and 
an old experienced minister of the 
gospel, began preaching at the 
cottage homes of the suburbs, 
thereby causing interest for the 
sanation of lost souls. He was 
ably assisted by Bro. John Adams, 
a- citizen of enir- town, a deacon of 
a Baptist ehutefe ki the country, 
and later a deacon member of our 
church of this place. Before 
Christmas, he was also aided by 
Rev. J. W. West, a country min- 
ister, He was assisted too by Rev. 
W. C. Taylor, pastor of our 
church, frfcra tbe first of Febru- 
ary, which time he came to our 
town, till the first of April. 

These meetings,- however, did 
not continue all tbe time. They 
were carried on only at night, 
sometimes every night for a week 
or loDger, sometimes every other 
night, and sometimes but one or 
two nights in a week, according to 
the extent the interest seemed to 
suggesf-and' the general conditions 
permitted'. With the majority 
who took active part, the spirit 
was willing, even though tfhe flesh 
was at times weak and 5 exhausted 
from 1 labor. From the first of De- 
cember, 1903, till the first of 
A^rii; 1004, there were 30 mem- 
bers added to the Baptist church 
here, 24 by experience' and by 
letter. Five of these were bap- 
tized in January of this year, by 
Rbv. Blacibwrn. 

Abvat tfte'iniddle of April, Rev. 
Tayler, assisted 11 by Rev. Black- 
bum and other^ active members, 
began a revival at the church, 
continuing? til! the first of May.- 
During this time tihere Were 5* 
members added to tbV church, 4 
by experience' and t by letter. 
May 1, 17 were baptized, § by 
Rev. Blackburn a'nd 8' by Rev, 
Tayler. Tbe revival of the Bap- 
tists has closed for the present 
season with the exception of 6 yet 
to be baptized. God's good work 
here will be continued by the 
Methodists, who will commence 
their revival this week. 

We will now say # few words in 
a'speefal Way for some of the leads 
tig baptist worker's of Daihlonega 
ib the fiord's vineyard, Rev, 
Blackburn, though not learned in 
books beyond elementary knowl- 
edge, but a'boiihdi'ng in experience, 
began the' work above mentioned 

hen the church was without a 
pastor and in a cold and unset- 
tled state, but soon aroused the 
people to a sense of their duty. 
Bro. John Adams deserves great 
credit, because he was active in 
tbe work from Ihe very begihrtiug. 
Rev. TayMy while* he is young- in 
the service cf the Master, has 
done" exceedingly well. He Ma* 
isited tli<3 'pooifer'class'es of psop-lb;- 
as well as the wealthier" classes, 
and so to a great extend' has re* 
ceifed the respect, sympathies, 
and aid of all. There were many 
other active members who render- 
ed riiuch service, but time and 
space forbid the mention of their 
names. We will also say that 
singing, which is an essential part 
of divine ^wNir'ship, has impfotf ed 
wonderfully with most of the peo' 
pie.

The McAfee-Lind mill is now 
running on full time and the 
clean up is bound to be as good, 
if not better than usual, is the 
decision of all those who hi 
looked at the plates.

Among other things it recom- 
mended that the same three jury 
revisors, whose terms of office has 
expired, be re-appointed. This, 
Judge Kimse,y will not likely do, 
as it is best to make changes in of^ 
ficers of this kind occasionally, 
and fill their places with men who 
are acquainted in other parts of the 
county with those that have grown 
up, not known to the old officers. 

During the Superior court last 
week a certain woman was con- 
victed of breaking into a house 
and taking therefrom nuggets of 
gold amounting to $1.50. The 
proof was not positive but sufficient 
circumstantially to justify the re- 
turning of this verdict. She has 
five little children and is very 
poor. All tho officers were aware 
of this and gave her their cost.

Just about dark, a whilo before 
court adjourned for the term, his 
brother-in-law, residing near Dah- 
lonega, got up and stated to the 
court that he wished to plead 
guilty for Shelnut, who couldn't 
be present because he was in Ful- 
ton county jail awaiting his trial 
at Athens for violating tho reve- 
nue law by disposing of this so- 
called liquor in Dahlonega. The 
Judge inquired about its poison 
qualities. The speaker said that it 
was not poison for he (Shelnut) 
sold 20 gallons of it to thirty-five 
different parlies, mentioning some 
of their names, a few of them be- 
ing women. Then one of the of- 
ficers stated that he had tried some 
of this liquor himself and found it 
all right. Judge Jiimsey said 
that he thought he would have 
to fine the defendant $50 and cost. 
The brother-in-law said that $85 
was all the money he had for the 
defendant, and in offering this, 
stated that it was on account of his 
wife and little children that he 
did so. The tine was then placed 
at $25 and coat and tho kinsman 
turned his pockets wrong side out. 
The money fell into one of the 
officers hands and all was right.

The expenses of the bailiffs at 
the last term of Lumpkin Superi- 
or court didn't foot up as rauoh as 
they did at the fall term by about 
one hundred dollars, although the 
session was just the same— 'four 
days. Here is an itemized, state- 
ment, showing that several are 
not regular eleoted bailiffs, al- 
though some of them realized 
more out of the position than the 
regular elected bailiffs, the ohojoe 
of the people :

Some of these mounted bailiffs 
claim and get pay for nights. The 
jury doesn't receive any thing for 
extra seryices when out all night, 
neither does the bailiff who waits 
on it. 

Yes, as we stated, the bailiffs 
expenses havedecreased considera- 
bly. Had it gone on like it started 
we intended establishing a bailiffs 
office in connection with The 
Nugget, for it would have been 
the best paying thing in this 
whoje country and been the easiest 
money secured. 

A part of this reduction is ow- 
ing to the grand jury at the fall 
term recommending that bailiffs 
be paid only $1.00 per day, the 
amount allowed them according to 
the fee bill in the code. 

At the last term of the court 
some of these chronic bailiff seek- 
ers were on the grand jury and 
succeeded in getting the body 
to recommend that bailiffs be al- 
lowed $1,50 per day, but this 
amounts to nothing. The jury at 
the fall term fixes fees, and then 
it has to be according to the law 
and fee bill. 



Death of Mrs. Fred Lucas of 
Athens, Ga. 

Very few, except our old citi« 
zens, will remember this most 
respectful lady. Her father, Dr, 
J. J. Singleton, was the first Presi. 
dent of the D". S. Mint, at this 
place in 1838. Mrs. Lucas was 
married here in Dahlonega when 
quite a young woman to Mr. Lu- 
cas, then a prosperous young mer- 
chant, who shortly thereafter 
moved to Athens. There they 
have resided for more than fifty 
years. She was a sister to the late 
Rev. J. J. Singleton, once Pro. 
fessor of Mathematics in the N, 
G. A. College. Her mother, Mrs, 
Mary Singleton, was the first fe» 
male to join the Baptist church in 
Dahlonega in 1838, very devout 
christian and died in the faith of 
the Baptist people, and her name 
appears in the memorial window, 
dedicated to the "Sainted Moth, 
ers" of that church, Mrs. Lucas, 
with her husband, have always be* 
longed to the Methodist church, 
which never contained more de- 
vout or more lovely and beloved 
people. They and their children 
have always loved Dahlonega, and 
in years p#st, visited us occasion, 
ally to look upon scenes which de- 
lighted tb.em in their yonng days, 
It was on one of these pleasure 
isits, in 187$, when they wfir& 
guests of the writer, that Mrs. Lu- 
cas asked to give a name to the 
youngest of the household. And 
she called the child Frederick 
Singleton Lucas, after her husband 
and father, and today the name is 
worthily worn by an officer of the 
American Army in the Philip- 
pines. The father of the child 
was more than willing to the 

e, because Dr. Singleton, in 
his day, was a famous physician, 
and the family tradition was that 
he had saved his life when an in- 
fant. Mrs. Lucas is survivod by. 

husband, her brother, David • 
L. Singleton of Putnam, aud hejr 
sister, Mrs. Fannie Wallace" of 
Atlanta, besides numerous near 
relatives.

Cotton-Root Bark 

Mi-. Gerald McCarthy, biologist 
of the North Carolina department 
of agriculture at Raleigh, has is- 
sued a circular in which he agrees 
to find a sale for all the good cot- 
ton-root bark offered him. Ho 
says; 

"'It is very strange that cotton- 
growers with idle hands during the 
winter months will permit this 
most valuable part of the crop to 
waste in the fields and remain as 
an encumbrance to the succeeding 
crop. It is likely that in most 
cotton sections the roots now in 
ths field are still salable, and a 
yery good thing can be made out 
of them while waiting for the soil 
to dry. Those who wish to gather 
the root bark should first send to 
the undersigned a sample of 
pound of fresh root bark in order 
to have its quality tested." 

Before the war the medicinal 
quality of the bark was discovered", 
and it was used on the plantations 
fbr many years before it was taken 
up by the druggists. It is said 
that there is always a ready sale 
for the bark, which during the few 
months has brought at wholesale 
from to tO'20 cents a pound,

Robinson Crusoe's Rescue. 

It was only after Selkirk had 
watched from his familiar look- 
out, in fair weather and foul, for 
more than four years that he was 
finally rewarded by the sight of 
his old ship. When Captain 
Dampier landed upou the beach, 
Selkirk was already standing on 
the edge of the forest, waving a 
white flag. In honor of the visit, 
he wore his last shirt, which he 
had carefully kept for years for 
this occasion. The captain after- 
ward noted in his account that 
Selkirk spoke in a voice which, for 
all his pains, sounded scarcely hu- 
man. His feet had been harden- 
ed like leather from long expo- 
sure. For many weeks he had 
refused to touch any liquor, nor 
had he any appetite for civilized 
foods. Selkirk greeted his old 
Bhipmates with a delight that may 
be imagined, and before leaving 
his island, he entertained the 
ship's crew in his "house." 

The island was visited but once 
by any ship during Selkirk's long 
exile. A Spanish ship once land- 
ed on the island a small company 
who caught a glimpse of Selkirk. 
In those days the Spanish were 
deadly enemies of the English, 
and doubtless Selkirk had recog- 
nized the ship's Dolors from his 
lookout, and drawn his own con- 
clusions. In the story of Crusoe, 
it will be remembered, Defoe 
makes much of this visit of the 
Spanish, and has them prostrate 
themselves before Crusoe as the 
"governor of the island." As a 
matter of fact, however, Crusoe 
(or Selkirk) played as much less 
dignified part than Defoe would 
have us believe. The Spanish shot 
at and chased him for some dis- 
tance without success. A bulldog 
which they had brought ashore 
was pressed into service; but Sel- 
kirk, from his long training with 
the goats, outran the bulldog. 
Growing tired of the chace Sel- 
kirk finally climbed a tree. The 
Spanish built a tire and camped 
near his hiding place, but finally 
left without discovering him. 

The solitude and many hard- 
ships of this lonely life would 
doubtless have driven most men 
crazy. Selkirk, however, kept his 
wit throughout it all, and when 
he finally returned to Scotland, 
after an absence of eight years, 
was able to take up his old life 
where he had dropped it, and, de- 
spite his barbarous life, was still 
a civilized man. — Prom Francis

WORLD'S FAIR HOTEL 

ACCOMMODATIONS. 

St. Louis Hostslries Prepared to Handle 
Vast Throngs— Prices Not to Be In- 
creased — Hotel Inside of the Ex- 
position Grounds With a Ca- 
pacity For 6,000 Guests. 

Ample hotel accommodations have 
been provided for the World's Fair 
visitors at St. Louis both within and 
outside of the Exposition grounds. 

The Exposition management has or- 
ganized a free information service. A 
pamphlet hns boon issued for gratui- 
tous circulation explaining many of 
the conveniences that have been pro- 
vided. A list of all the hotels, with 
rates, is contained in this pamphlet. 
The entire city has been canvassed, 
and many thousands of private house- 




holders have arranged to receive visit- 
ors. These houses are in every section 
of the city, and the rates at which 
guests will be received is a matter of 
record on the books of the bureau. 

The Inside inn, a hotel on the Ex- 
position grounds, has a capacity for 
6,000 guests. The Exposition manage- 
ment has control of the rates, which 
have been fixed at from $1.50 to $3.50 
per day, European plan, including ad- 
mission to the grounds. On the Amer- 
ican plan the rates range from $3 to $5 
per day. The hotel is 400 by 800 feet 
and is three stories high. 

There are more than 150 established 
hotels in St. Louis, and a signed agree- 
ment has been made between many of 
their managers with the Exposition of- 
ficials that rates shall not be raised 
during the Exposition period. Many 
new hotels have been built on sites ad- 
jacent to the Exposition grounds, and 
the published fixed rates warrant the 
assertion that no one need pay exor- 
bitant rates for accommodations either 
at hotels or private houses. 

Among the new hotels may be men- 
tioned the Hotel Napoleon Bonaparte, 
which stands at Clayton avenue and 
Skinker road, overlooking the Exposi- 
tion grounds. This hostelry will ac- 
commodate 5,000 persons. The rates, 
European plan, are from $1 to $5 per 
day. The Grand View hotel, south of 
the Exposition, on Oakland avenue, hns 
a capacity for 5,000 guests, and the 
rates are $1 to $1.50 per day, European, 
and $2 to $2.50 per day on the Amer- 
ican plan. The Kenllworth, on West 
Park boulevard and BIHon avenue, has 
a capacity of 1,500 guests, with a rate 
of $1.50 per day. 

The above mentioned are a few of the 
new hotels that have been erected near 
the Exposition grounds for the accom- 
modation of World's Fair visitors. All 
told there are about twoscore. All are 
within easy walking distance, and all 
are situated on high ground, with com- 
prehensive views of the grounds. All 
of the structures are well built, and in 
some of them the most luxurious quar- 
ters are obtainable. The rates are es- 
tablished and will not be increased dur- 
ing the Exposition.

The present administration of 
Teddy, says the Dalton Citizen, 
has cost over two billion dollars 
niorethad did Madison's term in 
which the war of 1812 was fought:

Now the Torpedo Boat. Will 

Have to Look to Its 

Laurels. 

The swift, accurate and danger- 
ous torpedo boat has lost its ter- 
rors to the United Stages navy, 
and no longer is it to be feared 
.greatly by the great, giant battle- 
ship. The change, or rather rev- 
olution, in modern warfare is not 
due in any way to the failure of 
the torpedo boat, but to the in- 
vention of the new 6 pound rapid 
lire gun which has just been adopt- 
ed by the United States naval 
authorities, says the Philadelphia 
Times. 

The gun is a wonder and is at- 
tracting much attention among 
the officers of the navy. During 
the customary tests which were 
held to test its efficiency the in- 
vestigating board was completely 
surprised by the movement of the 
little giant. From the very start 
it won their admiration, and there 
»as no hesitancy in making a 
favorable report after the tests 
had been finished. 

The new (5 pounder is as yet 
hardly known. A majority in the 
navy have never seen this speei 
men, and the government is not 
telling all it can accomplish. 
Enough has been learned abou-t it, 
■.however, to warrant the assertion 
that the fierest torpedo boat that 
comes within range of its shells 
will be sure of complete annihila-

It is capable of firing 75 rounds 
a minute and at a distance of one 
mile can hit an object repeatedly 
at that rate of speed of firing. 
A naval officer who witnessed one 
of the tests has made a careful 
estimate showing just how an 
American battleship equipped 
■with 6 pounders would be able to 
.put the enemy's torpedo boat "out 
,of business" in rapid fire time. 

The torpedo boat would require 
at least 100 seconds to cover the 
distance between .one mile and the 
safe torpedo boat range, 300 yards, 
from the battleship or cruiser. 
This would give each of the 
pounders 100 shots at the torpedo 
boat, as every possible ship 
sbi-ingatieasttenof these guns to 
hear on the torpedo boat approach- 
ing from any direction. Conse- 
quently 1,;000 well aimed shells 
(6 pound shells) would be pound-, 
ed into the torpedo filer before she 
could get near enough to discharge 
her torpedoes. 

The effect of such a fusillade on 
the torpedo boat cannot be real- 
ized by any one unfamiliar with 
the terrific force of the new gun.

accomplishing more good. 
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A beautiful city has grown up among 
the trees on the World's Fair grounds 
at St Louis. It has nothing to do with 
the immense exhibit palaces, but is a 
thing apart. The houses in this new 
city are of various styles of architec- 
ture. Some are palatial in size and ap- 
pearance, while others look merely cozy 
and inviting. Never before have so 
many notable and historic buildings 
been constructed in one group. This 
new city might be called the City of 
the States, for the houses included in it 
are the state buildings at the Pair. 

The city is not compact, but some- 
what straggling, as befits the pictur- 
esqueness of the view. Yet there is 
nothing suggestive of a Stringtown- 
on-the-Plke about this city, for the 
grounds surrounding each of the houses 
are beautified with gardens typical of 
{he state represented. 

AH the states are to be represented 
at the World's Fair. This means a 
great deal, a shining triumph for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, and 
furnishes another illustration of the 
fact that this Exposition's complete- 
ness is the marvel of the age. 

Fifty-one states, territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States have 
taken the steps necessary to partici- 
pate In the World's Fair on an impor- 
tant scale. But two states were still 
outside the fold at the last report, and 
in each of these was a well defined 
movement In favor of being represent- 
ed at the Fair with buildings and ex- 
hibits. New Hampshire, the old home 
state, and Delaware are the states re- 
ferred to. In New Hampshire a fund 
for participation is being raised pri- 
vately by patriotic citizens, so that in 
the event of legislative Inaction this 
commonwealth may be represented. 

The states and territories are ex- 
pending over $7,000,000 in their efforts 
to show off to best advantage at the 
Exposition. This is a million and a 
third more than was expended at the 
Chicago exposition by the states. In 
addition to this, large cities in many 
States Will have municipal exhibits, the 
funds for which are not included in 
these figures. The municipal exhibit 
Idea is entirely novel. From a number 
of the states there will be prominent 
county exhibits provided by special ap- 
propriation of county funds. 

This City of the States presents a 
picture of surpassing beauty. Nature 
has done much to aid in the creation 
of the picture. Never before has any 
exposition been able to grant such ad- 
vantageous sites for state buildings. 
The buildings are situated on a plateau 
about seventy-five feet higher than the 
level ground to the north upon which 
stand the main exhibit palaces. There 
are hills and ravines here and there, 
enabling the landscaplsts to lay out a 
most delightful pattern of roads and 
terraces and lawns. 

The smallest of the state buildings is 
that of Arizona, which stands near the 
southeastern entrance to the groudds. 
One of the largest Is that of Missouri, 
from the dome of which it is said that 
perhaps ^ho very finest view of the 
Exposition may be enjoyed. This 
building ia a palace in the Italian re- 
naissance architecture, built at a cost 
of $105,000. Near by is the reproduc- 
tion of the Cabildo at New Orleans, in 
which the Louisiana Purchase transfer 
ceremonies took place— Louisiana's 
state building. Ohio has a clubhouse 
of highly ornate design, in the architec- 
ture of the French renaissance. Illi- 
nois is prominent with a most pre- 
tentious structure, with wide verandas 
end a commanding cupola. 

A description of each of the state 
buildings, with any detail, would more 
than fill a newspaper page. It is only 
possible here to hint at some of the 
Interesting structures. California, for 
Instance, has reproduced in exact size 
the famous old La Rablda Mission. 
Connecticut presents a replica of the 
Blgourney residence at Hartford, homo 
of the poetess Lydla Huntley Sigour- 
ney in her time. This building is said 
to be the finest specimen of purely 
colonial architecture now standing. 
The New Kentucky Home, from the 
Blue Grass State, is a handsome club- | 
bouse that would make some of the | 
mansions along Fifth avenue, New 
!York city, look insignificant. Beau- 
volr, the quaint old house which Jef- 
ferson Davis owned and occupied for 
many years, is reproduced by Missis- 
sippi. Its wide verandas or galleries 
give it a most inviting appearance. 
Washington's headquarters at Morris- 
town, N. J., are reproduced by New 
Jersey. Virginia contributes Monti- 
cello, the home of Thomas Jefferson. 

The state of Washington contributes 
a structure of unique design. It Is 
called the Wigwam, five stories 
bigh, built of wood from Washington 
forests. The building is octagonal, 
with gigantic diagonal timbers rising 
from the ground and meeting in an 
apex ninety feet in the air, above 
wbich is built an observatory, from 
which a splendid view of the Exposi- 
tion may be had. An elevator will 
carry visitors to the observatory. 

New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ar- 
kansas, Colorado, West Virginia, In- 
diana, Wisconsin, Texas and many 
other states are represented by build- 
ings which cannot fail to arouse ad- 
miration. The Texas building is in 
the shape of a five pointed star, an 
appropriate Idea for the big Lone 
Btar State. Iowa has a magnificent 
mansion, with classic porticoes and a 
central tower containing an observa- 
tory chamber. Kansas, Indian Terri- 
tory and Oklahoma each uphold the 
growing reputation of the southwest 
for enterprise nnd fertility of re-
